Now, when there is a largo iiithix uf 
strangers to this lunvinoe, wo ili em it luu- 
per to ofier n few words of mlvicn to the 
new-comers; Railway and dock works uro 
abaorbuig a largo amount of skilled and 
unskilled labor at iiricos that are fairlyrc- 
munerativt! to those euguged; hut except 
these and the ImiUliut,-* that are in progrt'H8 
in Victoria tlu ro is no iivonue open for the 
oinpUiynR'ut of u liirt;i- unmbor of ni.'ii. 
Tin- I'ou;- 'j,w:\X stapli's of Uritisli Colinnlnii's 
produotio'u— gold, lish, coal iiuil Uunbcr ~ 
aro deprus.sed; thii livnt liucuusc tlu' yirlil 
has decreased, and tho iciuaiuin;; tlui;i' for 
the reason that tho foreign denuuul "iiis 
fallen otf. Under these tireumstnnces it 
would bo unwise for immigrants who are 
tmpiep.axrtd,.p^.,vm\viUiug to go upon the 
lands to crowd iuto the proviuce in the hopo 
of bettering tlieir condition. Victoria ollerH 
a certain. .pur)i^t,^or every, description of 
form p'rbduc6''aud' als 'a bliiss the fdrmers of 
ishuul and maitdaud have been more suo- 
ot'dAf til in roali-zinf; ^compotcneies than any 
any other. AL,'rii.iilt'uial laud may . b(' liail 
on tliu east and west eoasls of the island 
and along the railway I'elt on the niaiulaml 
at one dollai- an acn-. Uurin;,' the i)ast 
twelve uionthsniany thousanil aercs have 
been taken np umli'i' the Setth'Uient liiU and 
we_have yet to liear the tirst settler express 
regret at having avaded himself of the oppor- 
tunity uf acquiring a home in a country 
where the climate is unrivalled and the 
profits are certain, 'i'lio liberal land liuv.i 
of the province otVcr o[)poniiiiitii<« to iii- 
duatriuiis and frugal men to become pro- 
prietors and occiiiiieifi of the soil. The 
returns from aijricultai e are slow, bnt in 
tho long run, if pnuliiiice and economy 
clasp hands with industry the results are 
nearly always gratifying. The price of 
prcjdnco — dairy produce, cspeciallj' — and 
fruits and vegetablen are high enough in 
this market to alVura any fanner wlio 
raises thorn an easy living with tho op- 
portunity to lay by sonielliiiig for a rainy 
day. There aru in Victoria at this time a 
groat many nuii who are the poBseasora of 
a small amount of capital — ranging from 
$250 to §1000. They complain that they 
can «eo no opening for the invustinont of 
their nioiiey. iSlannfactories are limited. 
Business in -some branches is already over- 
done and the depression in the staple pro- 
ductions before referred to prevents their 
finding empliiyinout. We Would earntSiitly 
advise such persons to take up land on 
the line of the island railway, in Ouinox 
district, or on the mainland. They car 
scarcely go wrong if tlu^y exorcise ordi- 
nary caro in tho soh^ction of thoir allot- 
ments and expend tlieir labor and money 
wisely. The transfer of tho noii prodiic- 
ing class from tho citie.s to tho farming 
districts is tho best loniedy for hard tiinoa 
tliat can be devised. 

STHKNUTLl UF lilUTAlN'S INDIAN 
EMPIRE. 

It is interesting at this time to know 
what, force the British government can 
thirow'irito Afghanistan at short notice. 
There are now in active aervice in India 
202,500 men of all arms, divided as fol- 
lows : Sepoya, 80,000; SiUhs, 15,000; 
Goorkaa 'J4,U0U; ( iiiiiles (;,500; I'unjaubs 
25,000; whites 22,UU0. These luiinhei-.s 
ara being constantly added to by en- 
liatment and tho arrival of white troops 
from England. If war should be delayed 
two tBoutha it is safe to say that Great 
Britain could place acros.s tho Afghan bor- 
der an army of 1100,000 men and leave a 
eulEciont force belund to garrison tlio 
country. In Afghanistan tliere are from 
€0,000 to 75,000 serviceable aoldiora under 
arms. It is not contended that the .\f- 
ffbans.are physically tho peers of tiio iius- 
>ian8;l)ut they will have the advantage 
of fighting on thoir own soil. It is pro- 
bable that Rnusia is coiiciMit rating a largo 
army near I'enjdi^h for a sudden descent 
oy Herat; but Herat is a fiTtitied city, 
linglish engineers are engaged in Btrengtli- 
'fibihg the tortilications, which have al- 
fe/tdy successfully withstood two sieges 
by-* Persians under liussiaii officers. 
The town is iirovisioned .and armed and 
cannot bo taken by a siubliui dash unless 
there is treachery within the walls; nor 
can it bo reduced without tho aid of heavy 
aiege guns which will require aome wei ks 
to move over tho rough roads. In tlie 
meantime it is not to be supposed th.il 
Great Britain wmild be idle and a large, 
brave and well equipiieti anny from India 
would strike tho lUissiaus in tlui rear 
whilu the Afghans engaged them in 
front.

The third class shall comprise tlioao of 
tho age uf ui,^liteen years and upwards, but 
under forty-tive yeiuii, who are married

The fourth olaus shall coinpriso thodo of 
tho ago of forty- live years and upw.^rds, 
but under sixty years; 

And the above shali be the order in 
which the nude population shall bo called 
m;ii|i to serve.
